‘Only 
six weeks ago the St. Petersburg journal 
published a lengthy article on the “ dan- 
gerous influx? of Japanese settlers into 
‘Corea, The writer, who resides at Seoul, 
mentions a report from the Kionsan pro- 
vinces to the effect that the Japanese ‘are 
jbuying—absolutely on their own authority 
—houses and fields from the Coreans, and 
declares that if this is not prohibited all the 
Corean land will drift.into the possession ” 
of the former. ‘He points out that thesé 
provinces are not open. to foreigners, and 
the acquistion by the latter of landed estate 
therein. is strictly prohibited. But these 
are not the only places, he says, where the 
Japanese buve penetrated “ unceremouiously 
ignoring any lawful demands put forward 
by the Corcaus.” Only an energetic 
protest on the part’ of the Coreans, he 
snys, cia “retard the unhappy consum- 
mation” of the country losing its inde- 
pendence and being entirely at the mercy of 
the Japinese, From the Russian point of 
view, it is held that the imuiigration of the 
Japanese into the inferior, the establishment 
of pust offices ut points between Seoul and 
Chemulpo, the organisation of: polica forces 
in those places “whore the Jupancse have 
no right to settle,” and many other actions 
are quite contrary to the treaty engagetnents 
of Japan. True it is that iu the treaty 
made in 1876 between Japan and Corea, 
ouly, three ports were specifically opened to 
trade, yet, as bering on the question of the 
right of the Japanese—axpresily or 
tecitly acquired—to do what they are 
alleged to have done; there is'a curious want 
of precivenesss in the wording of the final 
clause of the Protozol signod in 1898 by 
Baron Rosey on behalf of Russia aud 
Baron Nisa on behalf of Japan. Tt reads: 
“Iu view of the wide development taken by 
“the commercial and industrial enterprise 
“of Japan in Corea, as well as the large 

“number of Japanese subjects residing in 
“that country, the Russiun Government will 
“not hinder in'any way the development 

“of commercial and industrial relations 
“ between Japan and Corea.” . Whether thia 
clause would be held to cover the alleged 
. misdeeds of Japancss we do not know, but 
thia much seems obvious. that Corea of 
herself is incapable of imposing her will on 
either of the two contending parties. Japan 
appears to be doing in-Corew pretty much 
what Russia is doing on a very much dager 
scale in Manchuria,
